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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's primary argument is that the prior 
art references are improperly combined and there is no suggestion to combine the references. The examiner does not agree because of 
the following reasons: 

Barrett teaches a user interface with a list of user selectable items (fig. 4). Arcuri also teaches a user interface with a list of user 
selectable items (fig. 2A-2D). Furthermore, Arcuri teaches the user selectable items can be dynamically re-arranged/changed (figs. 2A- 
2D; col. 2, lines 10-22). Barret does not specifically teach the re-arrangement of the user selectable items. Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to combine the feature of dynamic arrangement of the user selectable items as taught by Acuri in order to provide the users with 
the ability to dynamically changed the available user selectable items in a list of user selectable items based upon the particular needs 
and utilization behavior of the user (see col. 1 , line 61- col. 2, lines 8).. 
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
